Whooping 
cough continues un- 


abated in Madison, with 72 cases on 
the records on July 20, of which 52 
cases had been reported during the 
month of July/according- to a board 
of health report today. From three 
to 10 cases are reported daily, and • 
the board has employed a nurse for 
the summer to work upon the con- 
trol of whooping cough. 


This disease is spread from child 


to child because parents do not re- 
strain coughing children before the 
whoop becomes manifest. The chill 
dren who' cough during the present 
epidemic of whooping cough should 
all be regarded as suspicious, and 
should" be kept 
from associations 


with other children until it has been 
definitely determined that they do 
not have whooping cough. 
Many 


children—about one-third — never 
whoop during- the period of the dis- 
ease. Many' children do not vomit, 
yet, these mild cases, may spread 
ie disease in a more serious form 
'*> other children. 


Whooping cough is a serious dis- 


iase and is particularly serious for 
jabies. All chiWren should be pro- 
tected from exposure as much Z3 
oossible, as the seriousness of the 
disease decreases with the advanc- 
ing age-of the child.

Storm Victims Need Help 


T 


HE appeal for aid issued by Govern- 
or Elaine and the relief committee 


in-behalf of the cyclone victims of north- 
eastern Wisconsin is one that should 
meet with'hearty response'and doubt- 
less will when the urgency for help is 
brought home to the people. The strick- 
en area covers approximately what the 
whole of four townships would. 
. 


Large sum® of money must be raised to 


partially start anew the settlers and far- 
mers who have sustained severe losses in 
the storm area. .The property damage, 
excluding damage to growing crops, 
household goods, fences and timber, in 
the four counties will exceed $500,000. 


Early in the evening of June, 15 one 


of the worst wind storms recorded in the 
history of Wisconsin started in the town 
of Hammond, St. Croix county, and ex- 
tended in a northeasterly 
direction 


through the counties 'of Polk, Dunn and 


' Barren, laying waste a strip a mile and 


a half to six miles wide and twenty miles 
long. It spread destruction in its path, 
killing seven people, destroying houses, 
barna 'and damaging growing crops. 
Many families' are homeless and are 
sheltered by neighbors or in state militia 
tents. Some have lost .everything and 
only have left the clothes on their backs. 
All have sustained severe losses.' 


Relief associations have been organ- 


ized in each of the four counties affected 
by the storm. They have assessed them- 
selves fifty thousand dollars and the 
money is being raised locally. The lit- 
tle town of Clear Lake, Polk county, 
raised three thousand dollars in less than 
a day. These county assessments care, 
for the immediate and urgent needs of 
the destitute. Labor has been contrib- 


• uted by men'from the surrounding towns 


and villages—clearing away debris and 
erecting temporary shelter for the home- 
less. '

Representatives of the National Red 


Cross society, the local Red Cross, to- 
gether with the director of immigration, 
acting as representative of the State 
Tornado Relief Committee, have com- 


., pleted a detailed .survey and inventory 


of the losses and find the relief is urgent. 
The. people of Wisconsin will no doubt 
come to the rescue of the sufferers, but 
the sooner aid is sent the more effective 
it will be. 


Pardons 600 For Failure To 


Pay Dog Tax 


Governor Edwin P. Morrow of Kentucky has 


pardoned more than 600 persons indicted on, 


the, charge of failure to pay a dog tax. 
The 


pardons were conditional on the payment of the 
tax. 


Governor Morrow is a lover of the dog. • Dur- 


ing his campaign of 1919 "Old Ring" figured 
prominently in his speeches. At the last .ses- 
sion of the General Assembly he was palled up-- 
to jocosely for an address on "Old Ring." He 
responded, and before he had finished he had 
swung a hostile Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives into line to 'pass a bill repealing the 
state law under which dogs are taxed for the 
benefit of persons whose livestock may be killed 
by canine marauders. ' " 
% , 


The Senate, however, refused to vote on the 


bill to repeal, and the act remained on the stat- 
ute books. 
Since then county attorney;-have 


become more active in its enforcement, and have 
indicted hundreds of persons, charging failure 
to pay. 
They reckoned -without the governor 


as a friend of "Old Ring" and-his owner. 


Three hundred and ten persons in Russell 


county were the first to receive .the- pardon; 
then 370 were pardoned in Monroe county. 'The 
governor said that owing to the publicity given 
the efforts to repeal the law, many people be- 
lieved it was no longer in effect; that others 
are so poor that $1 means food for 
several 


days; and that furthermore the law was need- 
less, provided little revenue and. meant little. 
He added, however, that as long as it was a 
law the fees must be paid, and he admonished 
the indicted persons to pay and avoid penalti.es, 
which run up to §20.

HE arrogance of some people in con- 
demning and denouncing others who 


may not happen to fully agree with them 
is sometimes quite amusing.

"No stronger commentary- on his (Wil- 


son's) critics could be found than their 


' enforced retreat to the 7,000,000 majori- 
ty of 1920,,which was apparently lost in 
1921. No one knows better than the Re- 
publican leaders how unstable that 
7,000,000 vote was; that, substantially, 
it represented the disloyal vote of the na- 
tion which opposed the participation of 
their country in the world war and every- 
thing connected with such participation." 


Edmund Burke, whom Macauley pro- 


nounced the greatest 
political orator 


since the days of Demosthenes, said, 
"you 
cannot indict a whole people," and 


the phrase has been preserved and ac- 
cepted as expressing well an obvious 
truth. In our democratic form of gov- 
ernment the SdMiment of the majority 
becomes the policy of the nation, and 
while such policy may prove unwise in 
the later light of history it cannot, of 
cou.'.se, be cons trued as disloyal or treas- 
onable. The British press of the Revo- 
lutionary period cabled Washington and 
his countrymen traitors, but having won 
their fight they became exemplars of pa- 
triotism. It recalls the old rhyme: 


Treason never prospers; what's 


the reason ? 


When it prospers 'tis no longer • 


treason. 


This "holier-than-thou" attitude tak- 


en by small minds with reference to .the

Homes 
commission, which 
is charged with 


carrying on the project under the Congres- 
sional act providing, for the-experiment, in order 
that the committee might have the benefit of 
his advice and experience gained from coloni- 
zation projects in California. 


'Dr. Mead's main'criticism of the plans of 


the commission was that the 'land '.allotted to 
eich 
settler—twenty 
acres—would • be 
too 


large, as it has been ascertained -in California 
that a family without capital resources 'could 
not culivate successfully jhiore than from three 
to eleven aVres of irrigated land. 


Gov. 
Wallace R. 'Farrington, e.\-officio chair- 


man of the Homes commission"pointed out that 
the rehabilitation law provides a minimum of 
20 acres to each homesteader and 
that 
an 


amendment,by Congress would be necessary 
before farms of lesser area could be -allotted. 


Ths commission announced that three fam- 


ilies will be placed on the lands in August and 
four more lots would \ba ready for occupancy 
in September. A total of- 22 lots will comprise 
th,e first rehabilitation-settlement and the re- 
mainder are expected to be occupied before the 
end of the year.

MOVIES ARE SETTING NEW STANDARD 


The movies are setting the artistic standard 


for the next generation—a standard which is 
"too low, which suppresses and which does 
not give a spiritual unlife"—according to Miss 
Harriet Monroe, editor of Poetry and champion 
-of what she admits is a. somewhat revolution- 
ary art. 


America, in fact, is -in dangr of drying up' 


spiritually—a condition having no relation what- 
ever to prohibition, Miss Monroe^says. Amer- 
ica's are is too cut and dried; there is no room 
for individual expression; it is all tailor-made, 
like a suit of clothes, she believes. 


"The country is becoming too .much standard-. 


ized in everything," said Miss Monroe. "What 
we need is room for the creativ genius of poe- 
ple to get to work. 
Everything is made to 


order for them now. 


"Of course, people in large cities having an 


opportunity to see a variety of art but those 
in the small towns—why, they "are left utterly 
without anything except'the movies. And the 
movies are all made after the same'pattern; 
they conform to a certain formula and they 
are not contributing what they should to build 
up appreciation and love for art." 


Every small town, Miss Monroe added, should 


have its own rcinature art gallery, an experi- 
mental theatre where budding dramatists can 
try out their ideas in play-writing and where 
aspiring amateurs can develop their thespian: 
talents. 
With other branches of art gradually 


added, Chicagos' poetry champion believes that 
rural, as -well as metropolitan centers, can pro- 
duce acceptable contributions to the worold of 
art "and letters.

Supreme Court upholding the law recently en- 
acted prohibiting the manufacture or sale irf 
Wisconsin of the soiled "filled milk."

if Wisconsin's

dairy state had been given a setback by an ad- 
verse decision. The high standards which have 
been set in Wisconsin for 
wholesome dairy 


products and for the protection of the public 
health have been upheld and wall not be rigidly 
adhered to. 


The court, in an opinion written by Justice 


Crownriart, takits the sound and of course pop 
ular siand that the legislature represents th 
sentiment of the people and thus the act can 
not be questioned unless clearly shown to con 
flict with the constitution. It was clearly with 
in the police power of the state, said th,e court 
Justice Crownhart held that • the l*w (bay "be 
upheld as an exercise of the police' power o:
